United States Senator F. Ryan Duf- 
fy said today that in balancing the 
federal 
budget congress is con- 


fronted by two alternatives, "one is 
to attempt 
a reduction 
in the 


amount of appropriations, and the 
other is the possibility of increased 
income to the government through 
additional taxes." 


The Fond du Lac senator ad- 


dressed the junior chamber of com- 
merce, one of five talks planned 
during a two-day visit here. 


"It is not expected that at this 


session of the congress there will be 
any tax bill," he said. "Those spec- 
ial taxes which would expire this 
year will be continued, but in my 
opinion there will not be any in- 
crease in rate, or additional or new 
taxes, at this session of the con- 
gress. 


"In fact, by next November the 


treasury is expected to bring to the 
appropriate committee of the con- 
gress information with reference 
to any additional or new taxes that 
may be necessary to meet the defi- 
ciencies. Any action on such recom- 
mendations undoubtedly would be 
at the second session of the seventy- 
fifth congress." 


Threat to Credit 


Declaring he believed the results 


obtained by government borrowing 
and spending to-restore purchasing 
power "very-much "worth while," 
the senator added: "But of course 
you cannot continue forever living 
upon borrowed money, especially if 
your expenses exceed your income. 


"If this condition were to con- 


tinue too far, government credit 
would again be impaired 
with 


every 
likelihood 
of a period of 


monetary inflation, which of course 
would be disastrous to all'of our 
people." 


Senator Duffy said he believed 


there should be certain changes in 
the present undistributed surplus 
tax law. 


"I think there should be more 


leeway." he said, "so that corpora- 
tions could restore their impaired 
surpluses, and could make arrange- 
ments towards retiring indebted- 
ness without suffering the penalties 
to which they now are subject un- 
der the law as it exists."

Washington—^—President Roo- 


sevelt is insisting on his judiciary 
reorganization bill, it was disclosed 
today, because labor, power and 
other key administration policies 
still face court tests. 


For that reason, he indicated at 


a press conference, he does not 
share the view of some supporters 
that recent supreme court deci- 
sions mean his battle has been won. 


Leading Democrats, declining to 


be quoted by name, nevertheless 
said there was talk of some senate 
friends of the court bill suggesting 
to the president one at a time that 
he withdraw it as no longer neces- 
sary. 


That suggestion grew in part out 


of the court's validation of the 
social security program, which Mr. 
Roosevelt yesterday called gratify- 
ing. He expressed a hope the court 
would keep the same human view- 
point in future cases. 


Other Vital Questions 


Some of the fundamental ques- 


tions still to be decided, he said, 
are involved in the new wage and 
hour bill. Others may arise from 
legislation to be recommended in 
his- message on national planning, 
expected to reach congress this 
week. 


The ban on child labor proposed 


in the labor standards measure, he 
said, will involve reversal of a 
1918 decision that such legislation 
violates 
federal 
interstate com- 


merce powers. 


The wage and hour provisions 


themselves and further strengthen- 
ing of collective bargaining rights. 
he added, also will raise vital legal 
issuesv 
Senator Norris (I-Neb.) will pro- 


pose establishment of seven re- 
gional planning agencies like the 
Tennessee valley authority to carry 
out the president's planning re- 
commendations. Flood control, navi- 
gation improvement, irrigation, soil 
erosion control and power develop- 
ment will be embraced. 


TVA Fate in Doubt 


Mr. Roosevelt pointed out 'that 


the government- was not finally 
sure of the TVA's status. The su- 
preme court upheld construction 
of Wilson dam but did not pass on 
other parts of the TVA act. 


Mr. Roosevelt indicated he also 


was concerned over whether the 
court would uphold the lending of 
federal funds for construction of 
municipally-owned ^power plants. 


If such loans could be made for 


hospitals and street paving, he said 
he assumed power loans were valid, 
but the isuue still has to be settled. 


The president cited flood control 


projects in the Ohio watershed and 
the right of the federal government 
to condemn land for low cost hous- 
ing developments as 
presenting 


other basic constitutional questions. 


He had nothing to say about 


whether the 12 administration vic- 
tories in the supreme court during 
this term had removed what he 
originally called an "emergency" 
need for the judiciary bill. That 
was for the newspaper men to 
guess, he said with a smile.

world, the first hydro-electrical cen- 
tral station in the world was built 
in Appleton before 
1900, Ross E. 


Williams, sales manager at the Wis- 
consin Michigan Power 
company, 


told Rotary club members yesterday 
as he traced .the history of. electri- 
cal inventions since 1832. 


"The first residence in the coun- 


try ever to be illuminated by a hy- 
dro-electrical plant was the building 
now occupied by the Hearthstone 
Tea room which was then owned by 
H. B. Rogers. In 1883. the old Wav- 
erly house became the first electric- 
ally wired hotel 
in the 
United 


States." the speaker said. 


Electrical service 
in the early 


days was given from dusk to dawn 
and. electricity was used only for 
lighting. Mr. -Williams said, as he 
told of the first plant which was 15 
feet long and 20 feet wide and which 
contained one machine. 


Rates in 1912 were 12 cents a kil- 


owatt hour and no special prices 
were quoted for those 
who used 


more than the average amount -of 
current, he stated. Rates also were 
based on the number of outlets but 
this now has been changed. 


Improvements Made 


"Many of the improvements in 


recent years are a result of the ac- 
tivity of electrical equipment manu- 
facturers and the dream of an all- 
electric home may soon come true," 
the speaker said. 


Soon after improvements 
were 


made, 
commercial 
departments 


were organized by utilities to care 
for complaints, new contracts, pay- 
ments and sale of equipment, Mr. 
Williams said. As the utilities grew, 
the government began placing hid- 
den taxes on electrical 
work and 


people clamored for lower rates, he 
explained. 


Sale of Equipment 


Discussing the Wisconsin Michi- 


gan Power company, Mr. Williams 
said that the sales department .is 
primarily for the sale of equipment 
and the establishment of good will. 
The local office is the first and only 
completely air-conditioned office in 
the state. 


The speaker told 
of the com- 


pany's plan of giving away electric- 
ity in 1933 and 1934 when excess 
power was being generated. He 
pointed out that the average resi- 
dent consumer 
used 
42 kilowatt 


hours a month in 1932 and this av- 
erage now has risen to 62 kilowatt 
hours.

Washington—For two years, na- 


tional affairs in America have been 
passing through a significant evo- 
lution. This -week may be said to 
mark the ending of one distinct 


epoch and the 
beginning of an- 
other of tran- 
scendent impor- 
ancc. 


Up 
to now, 


business and in- 
dustry have re- 
1 i e d primarily 
upon the courts 
to maintain the 
traditional pre- 
cedents with re- 
spect to human 


Lawrence 
rights in proper- 


ty. This reliance has earned with it 
the notion that the restraint against 
unwise laws would be found in the 
judiciary's rejection of unconstitu- 
tional uses of governmental power. 


Today, however, after an experi- 


ence with the courts of just 24 
months, business and industry, and 
all those individuals who fear con- 
fiscation of their savings by a sys- 
tem of collectivism, know that the 
remedy against unwise laws is what 
Justice Stone said it was in Janu- 
ary, 1936—it is outside the 
law 


courts and at the ballot box, which 
is but another way of saying it is in 
the great court of public opinion. 


The public emphasis from now on 


is not going to be on whether a law 
is constitutional or unconstitutional 
—its merely legal aspects — but 
whether it is sound or unsound ec- 
onomics. In a peculiar sense, the su- 
preme court of the United States, by 
its unanimous rejection of the NRA 
two years ago—May 27. 1935—did a 
disservice to the opponents of the 
New Deal which was far greater 
than the alleged defeat which the 
administration claimed to have suf- 
fered. 


Courts Are Blamed 


For when the supieme court ou.t- 


lawed the NRA, it furnished the 
New Deal with a broad defense, 
namely-that the social reforms it 
had been planning were wise, but 
that the courts had interfered with 
them. The country from that mo- 
ment on was led to believe by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt that such setbacks 
as has been noted in failing to re- 
employ millions of people were due 
to "reactionary" courts. 


Today, as one traces the decisions 


of the last two years and sees how 
judicial interpretation 
has been 


gradually formulated to permit the 
broad objectives of the New Deal 
to be validated, there can be no fur- 
ther contention that the courts are 
"interfering with social progress of 
legislative experimentation. 
. Little by little, the New Deal, by 
getting belter and tetter lawyers to 
argue the cases* by exercising better 
and better draftsmanship in writing 
the laws, and more and more skill 
in selecting cases for test purposes, 
has acquired enough authority to do 
in a constitutional way many of the 
things which it had striven hastily 
and clumsily to do. 


Saved New Deal 


But it was the supreme court 


which saved the New Deal from 
considerable adverse voting in 1936 
because, had the NRA been permit- 
ted to function uninterruptedly, the 
law would have produced such 
widespread irritation and dissatis- 
faction as to cause a 
reaction 


throughout the country. 


From now in. the coast is clear for 


the New Deal. The administration is 
about to resume its social expen-

American opinion and debate ha 
been so concentrated on arguing 
the legal or constitutional phases o 
New Deal laws as to obscure the 
questions of actual practicability o 
workability. 


No Spending Barrier 


There is no constitutional barrier 


for instance, to unlimited spend 
ing. unbalanced budgets, or nation 
al bankruptcy. 


There is no constitutional bar 


rier to confiscation of property by 
heavy taxation. 


There is no constitutional barri 


cr against forcing more unemplyo 
inent through a breakdown in the 
system of exchanging goods at fair 
prices. 


There is no constitutional barrier 


against reduction 
of real wages 


which is but another way of ex- 
pressing the rising curve in living 
costs. 


There is no constitutional barrier 


now against working less hours and 
producing less output and thus ma- 
terially reducing the sum total of 
goods for use. 


There is, in fact, no constitutiona 


barrier against the redistribution of 
poverty any more than there is now 
against the redistribution of wealth 
by taxes that burden and break 
down the price structure. 


Voters Most Decide 


Millions of voters, the owners of 


property and the owners of jobs, 
those with small savings and large, 
will have to say now as they watch 
the 
coures of 
economic events 


whether the New Deal is an influ- 
ence for the social betterment or an 
instable influence like its counter- 
part in the labor government 
in 


England, which,/with its loose fis- 
cal policy, came near wrecking the 
British empire. 
; 
The New Deal now has all the 


law it needs, all the court backing 
it can possibly use, and the question 
now is whether or not it can head 
off national insolvency and actually 
increase employment so as to ab- 
sorb the millions still idle. 


Unless the New Deal can accom- 


plish that task in the next two or 
four years, the American people at 
the ballot box will indicate their 
choice of some other leadership. But 
the supreme court, winding up this 
week a difficult and delicate course 
through a 2-year period of intense 
controversy, has gradually demon- 
strated that the constitution is suf- 
ficiently flexible to permit the New 
Deal to conduct social and economic 
experiments nationally or through 
the states or through a combination 
of both and that it isn't up to the 
supreme court to save the nation 
from unworkable laws if the nation 
doesn't care to save itself through 
the processes of representative gov- 
ernment in general and through the 
congress of the United States in par- 
ticular. 


Another Resignation 


When the present term of th* su- 


preme court ends next week, there 
may be another resignation from 
the bench. This will not dispose of. 
but will turn to one side, the presi- 


dent's bill to reorganize the judi- 
ciary. The chances are the bill will 
not be withdrawn, but will be al- 
lowed to lapse till next- session and 
will be held during the remainder 
of the Roosevelt administration as 
a sort of club over the judiciary, re- 
vealing all the mote the reason why 
if New Deal laws are bad, the peo- 
ple who believe them unsound or 
the victims of the unsound experi- 
mentation must have recourse to 
other methods of redress. 


For the constitutional crit-is in 


America is o_ver so far as the su- 
preme court is concerned. The con- 
stitutional debate ihas been turned 
into another direction and present- 
ed the nation with another issue— 
whether or not constitutional gov- 
ernment shall be restored by dis- 
solving the merger of the executive 
and legislative branches. This can 
be achieved only by the congress 
itself in recovering its prerogatives 
over the spending of public funds 
and in resuming the writing of reg- 
ulatory laws hitherto delegated to 
administrative commissions.

Egg Prices for 


Fall and Winter 


Lower Feed Costs Also in 


Prospect for Poultry* 


men in State 


Higher egg prices and lower feed 


costs for poultry arc-forecast for 
next fall and winter by farm econ- 
omists of the state college of agri- 
culture, according to R. C. Swan- 
son, county agricultural agent. 


Although commercial hatchings 


in March were somewhat larger 
than a year ago. the unfavorable 
price relationship between feed and 
eggs has caused poultrymen to be 
hesitant in the purchase of baby 
chicks, the county agent has been 
informed. 


Heavy cancellation of orders re- 


sulted with many hatcheries being 
left with surplus chicks on their 
hands during the early hatching sea- 
son. Hatchings in April were re- 
ported to be about 9 per cent less 
than that, of a year ago and on 


'APPLETON POST-CRESCENT 


May 1 advance orders with com- 
mercial hatcheries for future de- 
livery over 54 per cent less than for 
the same date last year. 


Farm laying flocks are now of 


less than average size, a condition 
which with a reduced hatch, econ- 
omists suggest will result in small- 
er supplies of fresh eggs and con- 
sequently higher prices next fall 
and winter. A small hatch will mean, 
fewer pullets with which to re- 
plenish farm flocks next fall. Add- 
ed to this encouraging' price situa- 
tion is the probability that with 
anything like normal yields the 
1937 harvest will provide feeds at 
lower costs. 
v 
Aiding the present price situation 


is 'the fact that there is now a 
heavy movement of eggs into' stor- 
age. About a third more eggs went 
into storage from March 1 to May 
1 than a year ago.veconomists re- 
port. Although these eggs .will later 
be placed on the market, the quan- 
tity is probably not sufficient to 
prevent egg prices next fall from 
being higher than a year earlier. 


With this situation in prospect, 


farm economists and poultrymen of 
the college of agriculture are sug- 
gesting to poultrymen throughout 
the state that laying flocks be 
maintained at the usual size for the 
coming year.

At first there were no bells to 


ring in order to call a person to 
the phone.

To overcome this trouble. Thom-

This came to be known as "Wat- 
son's thumper." 


Later came the bell, u-hich \vas 


rung by electricity. Old-fashioned, 
telephones had a device for ringing1 


central. During my boyhood I lived 
in a rural district, and was able to 
"call up" certain friends without 
giving central the number. Two 
long rings and a short one would 
bring a member of a certain family 
to the telephone, 
because their 


house was on our "line." Here and 
there, the old custom of ringing 
central still exists. 


As the use of the telephones 


grew, the number of wires and 
telephone poles also grew. This led 
to the streets of large cities being 
thickly lined with poles, and with 
almost countless wires. Many per- 
sons felt that this hurt the appeal' 
ance of their cities. They asked 
to have the poles taken down, and 
the wires placed underground. The 
change has been made in a great 
number of cities. In rural districts 
the wires almost always are strung 
from one pole to another. 


Copper has been found the most 


useful metel for making wires. 
Certain other metals will carry elec- 
tric waves as well, or better, but 
copper seems to be the best of the 
low-cost metals. 


Each subcriber is provided with 


a pair of wires for his telephone, 
These pairs of wires lead into 
cables, and hundreds of them run 
alonjr together. Sometimes a cable 
contains more than 1,800 pairs of 
wires. Paper between them keeps 
the electric current from jumping 
from one to another.

The cooperation of all members of 


the medical profession in combat- 
ting a number of measures pro- 
..posed in the state legislature and 
relating to the delivery of medical 


- service was asked by J. G. Crown- 
- hart, secretary of the state medical 
. society, at a banquet meeting of the 
society's sixth councilor district at 
Conway hotel last night 


Scoring the experimental nature 


" of the proposed program. Crown- 
hart said that if members of the 
legislature understand, on the basis 
of information from members of the 
medical profession, what the pro- 
posals would do if passed, he was 


1 confident that "no such proposals 
as these" would be enacted. 


* He said the welfare of the patients 
" is the only yardstick by which legis- 


lative proposals need be measured, 
because welfare of patients and the 
profession have never differed. Fre- 
. quently the bills open with high 
. sounding objectives, he said, but the 


question is whether those objectives 


. would be accomplished by the pro- 


visions the bills contain. 


No "State" Objection 


The proposals are not opposed 


because they are "state medicine." 
he explained. When the medical 
profession saw the-need for a state 
institution for care of the insane it 
went to the legislature and obtained 
Mendota. Simliar action by the pro- 
fession resulted in the creation of an 
institution 
for the feeble-minded, 


the first state tuberculosis sanatori- 
um and the board of health, all 
forms of state medicine, he recalled. 


Some proponents of the bills now 


proposed say the measures are frank 
experiments, but such experiments 
affect nearly three million citizens 
of Wisconsin, Crownhart said. 


"That type of experiment is not 


the sort of health 
service 
that 


should be brought to the people of 
the state," he contended. 


Study Proposed 


A study is proposed to precede ac- 


tion on a part of the program, but 
there is no more technical subject 
in the world than how to improve 
delivery of medical service and still 
retain quality. The proposed study 
would meet with no objection, he 
said, but it should be thorough 
enough to obtain the facts, a pro- 
ject that would involve several 
thousands of dollars. Nothing would 
be more disastrous than to have leg- 
islators place reliance on informa- 
tion which is not reliable. 


Briefly discussing each of the pro- 


posals, Crownhart explained that 
one provided for a county system or 
"providing medical care for indi- 
gents, but would provide only for 
those on relief rolls and not for bor- 
derline cases recognized as in need 
of and worthy of assistance. 


Another would provide for sub- 


sidizing physicians for rural areas. 
The profession has no object to sub- 
sidizing or hiring physicians, but 
the problem doesn't exist in the 
state, he said. Objectionable fea- 
tures are the possibilities of "poli- 
tics," the lack of provision for as-

Another proposal would provide 


for medical service by cooperatives. 
In spite of the title of cooperative, 
the plan would violate every princi- 
pal of a cooperative by creating a 
middleman, provide no assurance 
of quality and eliminate the pro- 
cedure of a return to the largest us- 
er. Crownhart explained. It would 
deal with cash and life, but would 
be exempt from insurance regula- 
tions. In four places the bills con- 
tain provisions against criticism of 
its operation, he said. 


The secretary also questioned the 


wisdom of immediate action on a 
bill providing a voluntary group 
hospitalization plan. Such insurance, 
he said, should be actuanly sound. 
The bill in question, limited in 
scope, would be no answer to the 
problem if it exists, he charged.

The Rockefeller family, headed

We know that it does not exis 


in any of the collectivist states o 
Europe. Docs it exist here in ful 
measure where universities depend 
upon the annual good will of elect 
cd legislatures? 


We shall have to consider tha 


question more and more as'private 
fortunes like that of the Rockefel 
lers are extinguished. 1 do no 
know the answer to it. But I do 
know that as the higher cultura 
activities of the "nation come to de< 
pend more and more upon popular 
support we shall have to find some 
effectrve way of making them in- 
dependent of the superficial cur- 
rents of public opinion. 


In one way or another, perhaps 


by inventing some sort of pubilc 
endowment based on the inherit- 
ance tax. we shall have to invest 
large sums in enterprises that po- 
liticians do not control, though 
ordinary politicians will not sup- 
port them unless they do control 
them. Just as we have in some 
measure succeeded in making the 
administration of justice independ- 
ent of political control, so we shal; 
have soon to deal with the pro- 
blem of making publicly supported 
cultural activities independent of 
political control.
